000 be raised for the project. 
Su ch 
an in stitu tion , its adv ocates said, wou ld 
effectu ally safeg u ard the morals of 
y ou n g women who liv e away from 
home. 
Sen ator Beall after the meetin g said: 
“I told tile merchan ts that if they 
div ert the mon ey g iv en to colleg es an d 
chu rches in to a fu n d for the erection 
of a g reat hotel their philan thropy 
wou ld do more g ood. 
Practically all 
the merchan ts ag reed that the project 
was feasible, an d practically all ag reed 
to con sider the matter. 
“The hotel we con template erectin g 
is to hou se all workin g g irls who do 
n ot liv e at home. 
They will be g iv en 
board an d room, places for dan ces an d 
other amu semen t for $2 or $3 a week. 
It will be ru n on a n on profit basis.” 
The commission ers proposed that the 
Chicag o stores take the lead by estab­ 
lishin g a min imu m wag e for their 
women employ ees withou t waitin g for 
leg al compu lsion . Eig ht dollars a week, 
set by the majority of those merchan ts 
who testified as the lowest amou n t on 
which a self su pportin g g irl can liv e 
In Chicag o, was con sidered the n atu ral 
min imu m.

in Flu shin g . N. Y. 
The secret of how to bu ild su ch a self 
recordin g dictog raph has been sou g ht 
dilig en tly ev er sin ce the little in stru ­ 
men t that made Detectiv e Bu rn s fa­ 
mou s was placed u pon the market 
eig ht y ears ag o. 
In his cases in cou rt 
Bu rn s has been forced u p to the pres­ 
en t to su bmit sten og raphic n otes, the 
au then ticity of which he has had to 
prov e. 
E ig ht Y ears' W ork. 
For eig ht y ears Mr. Tu rn er worked 
on the in v en tion . 
For ov er sev en an d 
a half of them he sou g ht to con n ect 
the diaphrag m of the dictog raph direct­ 
ly to the n eedle of a phon og raphic 
roll, bu t g ot n o resu lts. Sev eral weeks 
ag o he beg an ex perimen tin g with an 
air cu shion be! ween the diaphrag m 
an d the n eedle in stead of a direct con ­ 
n ection an d at on ce obtain ed a fu ll 
an d n atu ral reprodu ction of tbe v oice. 
In Mr. Tu rn er’s laboratory at Flu sh­ 
in g a con v ersation in a room su pplied 
with a dictog raph was recorded in an ­ 
other room.

A man stan din g fiv e feet from the 
dictog raph spoke in a low v oice direct­ 
ly in to the palm of his han d, a few 
in ches away from his mou th, to pre­ 
v en t the sou n d trav elin g in an y par­ 
ticu lar direction . 
A series of bu lletin s g iv in g the re­ 
su lt of a political meetin g was dictat­ 
ed, an d Mr. Tu rn er bu rst in at in ter­ 
v als with applau se au d a bit of whis­ 
tlin g . 
The phon og raph in a room 100 
feet away repeated accu rately the 
whole series of bu lletin s, the applau se 
an d the whistles. 
“There’s a chan ce here,” said Mr. 
Tu rn er, “for n ewspapers to elimin ate 
the time loss between big con v en tion 
halls an d their offices. 
Ty pesetters 
workin g from these rolls cou ld pass 
the matter almost directly from the 
speakers to the prin tin g presses.” 
In detectiv e work Mr. Tu rn er said 
that the absen ce of the self recordin g 
featu re had prov ed an almost in su r­ 
mou n table difficu lty . It had been n ec­ 
essary to make the in stru men ts so 
that two detectiv es in stead of on e 
cou ld listen to what wras bein g re­ 
peated by the dictog raph. 
In some cou rt cases the dictog raph’s 
ev iden ce had been thrown ou t becau se 
a sin g le detectiv e’s’ tran scription of 
the record was thou g ht to be hardly 
reliable en ou g h for a con v iction .

Celebrated Jail Breaker Said to 


Be Rounded Up. 


BROKE FROM FEDERAL PRISON 


Sent to Leavenworth For Robbing an 


Indiana 
Postoffice, 
Stratton 
Made 


Good His Boast That He Would Not 


Remain in Prison a Month, by Easily 


Effecting His Escape, but He Again 
Is in Custody on a Burglary Charge. 


Indianapo lis, May 10.—The Bertillo n 
clerk at po lice headquarters has iden­ 
tified the pho to graph o f a man held at 
Pekin, 111., as that o f Cly de Stratto n, 
co llege graduate, “safe cracker” and 
jail breaker, who escaped fro m the fed­ 
eral priso n at Leavenwo rth, Kan., 
March 29. He had been sentenced by 
Judge Anderso n o f the federal co urt 
here to serve five y ears in priso n fo r 
ro bbing thè po sto ®ce at McCo o l. Ind. 
Stratto n twice escaped fro m the Ohio 
state refo rmato ry at Co lumbus, and is 
kno wn as the man who defied jails. 
He made elabo rate plans to escape 
fro m the Mario n co unty jail, but was 
blo cked. 
Stratto n was arrested at Pekin sev­ 
eral day s ago , charged with burglary . 
His pho to graphs also have been iden­ 
tified by the Bertillo n superintendent 
at S t Lo uis, and by the identificatio n 
bureau at the federal priso n. 
The 
priso n o fficials are awaiting further 
wo rd 
fro m 
Pekin 
befo re 
deciding 
whether to send fo r the suppo sed es­ 
caped priso ner. 
Stratto n was arrested in Chicago in 
December o f last y ear fo r alleged co n­ 
nectio n with the murder and ro bbery 
o f a diamo nd dealer. 
Unable to ho ld 
Stratto n fo r this crime, the Chicago 
po lice turned him o ver to the federal 
autho rities o n the Indiana charge. 
When taken to Leavenwo rth, Strat­ 
to n bo asted he wo uld no t remain in 
the priso n a mo nth. 
With two o ther 
priso ners Stratto n made his way into 
a large sewer which runs into the 
priso n, and crawled fo r nearly a mile. 
The trip was mo re than his co mpan­ 
io ns co uld stand and they were recap­ 
tured. Stratto n, ho wever, escaped.

He has sho wn no emo tio n 
during the trial. 
After the jury was 
discharged and his father, Martin L. 
Clark, went to talk with him, he seem­ 
ed a trifle stirred, but did no t break 
do wn. 
His wife and daughter were 
Do t in the co urtro o m at the time o f 
the reading o f the verdict. 
It is a co incidence that the clo sing 
scene in this trial is identical with the 
clo sing scene in the trial o f Henry Ro ­ 
mine, also co nvicted o f the murder o f 
the McQuaids, and sent to priso n fo r 
life. In Ro mine’s case the jury retired 
at the same time, agreed o n the ver­ 
dict at the same ho ur, and rendered 
the same verdict. 
There is still an­ 
o ther man to be tried fo r co mplicity 
in the murder. 
This is James Ty ler, 
who has been co nfined in the jail at 
Indianapo lis fo r safe keeping. 


Shoots Comrade in Side.

permit the wedding go wn and veil to 
be placed o n view fo r a few day s at 
so me place where the public can see it. 
Uno fficial info rmatio n received at 
vario us sho ps in regard to the Prin­ 
cess Victo ria Lo uise’s tro usseau de­ 
scribe it as rich but o f simple ele­ 
gance. 
Altho ugh the kaiser’s wealth 
is estimated at $25,000,000 and his sal­ 
ary is $4,500,000 and the Princess Vic­ 
to ria is marry ing into an o ld Guelph 
fund o f $25,000,000, the kaiser and 
kaiserin are said to have given strict 
o rders fo r a co mparatively inex pen­ 
sive o utfit and to avo id all indicatio ns 
o f o stentatio n, as this y ear’s emer­ 
gency tax es have invo lved heavy sac­ 
rifices o n the fatherland. 
The princess is said to have twenty - 
o ne new go wns. Fo urteen o f these are 
tailo r made. The wedding go wn is o f 
white satin po int applique o f co nven­ 
tio nal cut with the train fo ur y ards 
lo ng. 
The co st o f the go wn and the 
train, which has been specially hand 
made, and the lace will no t ex ceed

Not to Punish the individual, but In 


Order to Assert and Maintain Its 


Privileges and to Preserve Right of 


Freedom of Speech on the Floor, 


House of Representatives Punishes 


a Citizen Who Assaulted a Member. 


Washingto n, May 10.—A new ex peri­ 
ence was given members o f the ho use 
wrhen Charles C. Glo ver, president o f 
the Riggs Natio nal bank, was fo rmally 
reprimanded by the speaker fo r his 
assault upo n the perso n o f Represen­ 
tative Tho mas W. Sims o f Tennessee 
o n April 18 . A reso lutio n was passed 
calling upo n the sergeant-at-arms to 
bring befo re the ho use “the bo dy o f 
Charles C. Glo ver o f Washingto n.” In 
acco rdance with this reso lutio n Mr. 
Glo ver was arraigned by the sergeant- 
at-arms. 
Speaker Clark then said to 
the accused: 
“Mr. Glo ver, do y o u desire to be 
heard and to have co unsel o n the 
charge o f being in co ntempt o f the 
ho use o f representatives fo r vio lating 
its privileges?” 
“Mr. Speaker,” replied the banker, 
“I admit the facts to be as fo und, but 
earnestly disclaim all intentio n to 
sho w disrespect to the ho use o r its 
members, o r to invade their privileges. 
No r did I kno w, at the time o f the o c­ 
currence, that I was do ing either. 
I 
ex press my deep regret and o ffer my 
sincere apo lo gies.” 
Here Representative Crisp o f Geo r­ 
gia presented the fo llo wing reso lutio n: 
“Reso lved, That the speaker do repri­ 
mand Charles C. Glo ver, no w at the 
bar o f the ho use, fo r the breach o f 
privilege o f the ho use by him co mmit­ 
ted; 
and that the said Charles C. 
Glo ver thereupo n be discharged fro m 
further custo dy .” This was passed al­ 
mo st unanimo usly . 
Mr. Glo ver aro se fro m the chair he 
had o ccupied during Mr. Crisp’s re­ 
marks and Speaker Clark then deliv 
ered his reprimand, say ing amo ng 
o ther things: 
“This is no t a case o f a member o f 
co ngress against the priso ner at the 
bar. It is the ho use o f representatives 
in its assembled capacity asserting the 
freedo m o f speech and the dignity o f 
the ho use. It is no t to punish an in­ 
dividual. but fo r the public go o d, that 
the republic may endure. If o ne per­ 
so n is permitted to go unpunished fo r 
an assault upo n o ne co ngressman, ev­ 
ery bo dy can assault a co ngressman 
fo r wo rds used in debate o n the flo o r 
o f the ho use and free speech is at an 
end. 
No t o nly that, but to assault a 
representative o r a senato r fo r wo rds 
spo ken in debate o n the flo o r o f either 
ho use might co mpel a go o d man who 
do es no t want to kill any bo dy to per­ 
fo rm that very act. 
“The chair therefo re reprimands Mr. 
Glo ver in the name o f the ho use o f 
representatives and directs the ser­ 
geant-at-arms to remo ve him fro m the 
ho use and discharge him fro m cus­ 
to dy .” 
As Speaker Clark sto pped talking 
the sergeant-at-arms to uched Mr. Glo ­ 
ver lightly o n the arm and walked be­ 
side the banker and led him into the 
ho use lo bby . 
“Champ is a very clever talker,” re­ 
marked Mr. Glo ver to his custo dian. 
“Very ,” was the significant reply o f 
the sergeant-at-arms.
